Communist* or something else. 
Writing in the April issue of 
the F B I. Law Enforcement Bul­ 
letin. Mr. Hoover had this to 
say: 
"America, historically an Im­ 
pregnable fortress against tyran­ 
ny. is engaged in a mortal strug­ 
gle with world communism It is 
time for both citizens and gov­ 
ernmental authorities to confront 
this threat in a salm. realistic 
rational law-abiding manner. 
"The ingredients for Commun­ 
ist coups in nations which have 
fallen under Its spell always in­ 
clude 
a 
populace shaken with 
fear, 
hysteria, 
and 
confusion. 
Above all. however, is the danger 
of irresponsible counteraction by 
citizens who lend, impetus to com­ 
munism through inept attem pts 
to fteht this insidious menace. 
The leaders of worldwide Com­ 
munism proclaim that even Am­ 
erica can succumb to the ‘rules 
of revolution* conceived by Karl 
Marx 
and galvanized into the 
first successful communist revo­ 
lution by V. I. Lenin. 
"Lenin said. ‘The more pow­ 
erful enemy can be conquered on­ 
ly by exerting the utmost effort. 


and 
by necessarily, thoroughly, 
carefully, attentively and skill­ 
fully taking advantage of every. 
e\en the smallest, ‘rift’ among 
the enemies . . 
“There exists to day In our 
land a vital ‘rift* which the com­ 
munist* 
are 
exploiting. 
Unfor­ 
tunately, 
this 
involves 
certain 
people across the country who 
engage in reckless charges against 
one another. The label of 'com­ 
m unist' is too often indiscrimin­ 
ately attached to those whose 
views differ from the majority. 
Those whose lives are not led ac­ 
cording to what one segment of 
society might decree to be the 
'norm' are too frequently chall­ 
enged as Reds.' 
"Attributing every adversity to 
communism is not only irration­ 
al, but contributes to hysteria 
and 
fosters 
groundless 
fears. 
Communism is. indeed, our para­ 
mount adversary, and it leans on 
its credo of Invincibility and a 
concept of historical Inevitability 
to accomplish its ends. The way 
to fight it Is to study it. under­ 
stand it. and discover what can 
be done Rbout it. This cannot be 
achieved 
by 
dwadling 
at 
the 
spring of knowledge; It can on- 
• iy be accomplished by dipping 
deeply into thoughtful, reliable, 
and authoritative sources of in­ 
formation. 
"The Job of curtailing and con­ 
taining communism is one for 
legally 
constituted 
authorities 
with the steadfast cooperation of 
every loval citizen. This is neith­ 
er the time for inaction nor vigil­ 
ante action. We must unite as a 
people, we must understand our 
basic 
American 
heritage under 
law. and we m ust face the com­ 
munist menace with deliberation, 
quiet 
courage, 
and 
knowledge. 
These 
are the qualities which 
communism shrinks from—these 
arc the qualities against which 
communism can never succeed.” 


This would seem to be the real 
answer to the question, ‘ W hat 
can I, as an individual, do to 
combat communism?“ 
If anything need be added to 
what J, Edgar Hoover has said 
on this subject, it is suggested 
that we start by first understand­ 
ing our own system of govern­ 
ment—what it is; w hat it stands 
for; 
how It was 
formed; 
and 
what it was m eant to be when 
created by our Founding Fathers.
